SOME MORE FIGURING. 


The tfote on the propositions submitted 
to the people by initiative and referendum 
in the recent election, was a distinct slap at 
the state administration. 
Not one of the 
measures fathered by Governor Hyde and 
enacted by the republican general assem­ 
bly carried, all being defeated by substan­ 
tial majorities. Pettis county’s vote was in 
line with that of the state at large, register­ 
ing its approval of the good roads propo­ 
sition by a majority of 6625, and disapprov­ 
ing the obnoxious personal injuries propo­ 
sition by the tremendous majority of 7028, 
at the same time passing the 
workmen’s 
compensation measure by 1564. 
It can not be advanced as reason for the 
defeat of the Hyde program that such a 
result was a foregone conclusion because 
the people always vote against propositions 
| submitted to them in general elections, for 
such, in this case at least, would have no 
basis in thruth. 
This is shown by the fact 
that ail the measures of outstanding merit 
offered received a large vote, if they did 
not carry, while the objectionable ones lost 
by a vote totally different from any of the 
others. 
It is interesting in this connection to note 
that in this country that the three most of­ 
fensive of the measures sponsored by the 
Hyde administration and endorsed by the 
republican party, lost by larger majorities 
than did the lesser ones. These three were 
the most ultra-partisan of those submitted. 
They were numbers 10, 17* and 19, and 
provided for redistricting the judicial cir­ 
cuits and the congressional and state sena­ 
torial districts with the purpose of making 
them permanently republican. 
Number 10 
lost by 2006 votes; number 17 by 2280, 
and number 19 by 2344. 
The average vote for these three meas­ 
ures was 2119 and the average vote against 
was 5069, more two votes against to one 
for, a greater average against and a lesser 
average for than 
was 
registered on any 
three of the others on the progranfl. 
The 
average adverse majority was 2210. 
As all these propositions, and especially 
the three, 10, 17 and 19, were distinctly 
partisan, originating in the republican gen­ 
eral assembly, vouched for by Governor 
Hyde and the 
state 
administration, and 
supported vehemently by the entire repub­ 
lican press, we might, with good reason, ■ 
ase these figures to determine the vexing 
question as to whether Pettis county is a 
democratic or republican county, party al­ 
ignment 
being 
considered per ce. 
It is 
probable that very few, if any, hard-and- ! 
fast republicans 
voted 
adversely to the I 
propositions and the same logic would ap­ 
ply as to democrats voting favorably. This 
peing true the almost inevitable conclusion 
nust be that the vote for and against was 
iivided upon party lines. 
But, we can not 
take the vote on the three propositions de­ 
bated by the largest majorities as a criter- 
on because there were without doubt very 
nany fair-minded republicans who recog- 
lizing their 
odiousness 
despite

MONEY IN POLITICS. 
Not long ago the biggest drive that the 
country has ever known against the inordi­ 
nate use of money in political campaigns 
took place.

for the republican presidential nomination 
stirred the people mightily. 
There was a 
wide-spread and genuine wave of indigna­

against the 
wholesale buying of elections. 
Now the question arises: 
Has this done 
any good? 
Doubtless in certain places and 
certain races it has somewhat discouraged 
the use of money, fdr various office-sfek- 
ers with sLm purses have made an issue out 
of the matter, and may have compelled a 
greater amount of caution than usual on 
the part of opposing candidates equipped 
with the sinews of war. But in many other 
places and races it does not seem to have 
had the slightest effect. 
Thus there has 
subsequently taken place in Pennsylvania a 
republican primary in which 
the 
money 
devil played an exceed.ngly 
conspicuous 
part and in which the successful candidate 
spent sums comparable to those which fig­ 
ured in the Newberry affair. 
But, if .here is any truth in current re­ 
ports it is in Rhode Island that the recent 
revulsion against the unrestricted use of 
gold for the debauching of the electorate 
has been most completely and utterly a fiz­ 
zle.

THE PROSPECT FOR MR. NEWBERRY. 
From the St. Louts Star. 


If Truman H. Newberry has any sense of 
propriety, or any shrewdness, or any re­ 
gard for the republican party, he will re­ 
sign from the United States senate without 
waiting for his case to be reopened. 
The Newberry issue was fought to a con­ 
clusion in Michigan, and the verdict was 
against him. 
It was the sole cause of the 
defeat of Newberry’s colleague, 
Senator 
Tow nsend, in a state so rock-ribbed repub­ 
lican that its vote may ordinarily be count­ 
ed four years in advance. It figured in the 
defeat of Senator Kellogg in Minnesota. It 
was probably the deciding factor against 
Senator Poindexter in Washington. 
Furthermore, the Newberry spirit in the 
republican party has caused a good 6hare 
of the revulsion against that party in the 
last two years. 
What the party needs is 
to eliminate every senator who made him­ 
self conspicuous by

If this elimination 
does not come about by action from within 
the party leadership— action based either 
on a new morality or on political judgment

gression shall receive a just re< om- 
pensc of reward (Heb. 2:2), We must 
come to our Creditor, God Almighty 
and acknowledge our Insolvency and 
accept the kindness of Jesus Christ 
who bore our sins in His own body on 
the tree (I Pet. 2:24). 
We are all 
paupers, and Instead of judging each 
other as to relative guilt, we should 
come to God and sue for pardon.

Simons reluctant 
answer to Jesus’ question shows that 
he got the point of Jesus’ teaching. 
In order to make His teaching con­ 
crete He turned to the woman, call­ 
ing Bimon’s attention to what she had 
done In contrast to what he had done.
